Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tuckey 

('349). 

In particular, Figures 2 and 3 of the reference teach an embodiment in which the 
two chambers are separated by a valve and the spring chamber can receive flow from 
line 52 via line 54. Note also that the spring chamber is closed. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Pursifull in view of Tuckey ('349). 

Pursifull teaches a fuel control system in which a flow control check is going to 
the engine is in parallel with a return excess pressure valve that relieves pressure in the 
line and allows flow back toward the fuel tank (1 8). 

As noted above, Tuckey teaches a pressure relief valve for a fuel system that 
allows excess fuel pressure in the feed line to return to the fuel tank. 
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It would have been obvious to modify the system of Pursifull by using the relief of 
Tuckey in the feed line because both systems 3were common rail injection systems fed 
by similar, if not identical, electric pumps. 

Claims 15-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/18/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In particular, the examiner has carefully considered applicant's arguments 
an d cannot agree with his conclusions because the argument s are based upon facts 
that do not correspond to limitations in the claims. Applicant has attempted to limit the 
claims by stating that the first connecting conduit is connected to a fuel pressure line. 
Unfortunately, the examiner does not believe that this language eliminates line (52) as 
the "fuel pressure line." The arguments made talk about negative and positive 
pressures in the line, but no such limitations appear in the claims. Applicant's line is the 
positive pressure line from the pump, but the applicant hasn't even claimed a pump 
anywhere in the system. In order to avoid future rejections under Tuckey applicant 
needs to define his pressure line in more specific terms.
